Penticton's  offense  is  led  by  defenseman  James  Miller  (15g,  26a)  and  forward  David 
Silye  (13g,  27a).  Goalie  Jack  LaFontaine  has  carried  the  bulk  of  the  work  in  net,  going  15-6-1  with  a  2.22  GAA  and  .916  save 
pet.
